Hazing  Headed  for  Oblivion 
National  Survey  Indicates 

By  Student  Opinion  Surveys 
AUSTI.V.  Texa.s  (Fehru.ary  14— .A  majority  of  Ameri- 
can colle^e>itu(lcnts  themselves,  even  members' of  fraterni- 
ties ami  sororities,  disapprove  of  the  good  old  campus  tr.v 
tion  of  hazing. 

The  most  recent  national  poll  of  the  Student  Otiiiiion 

Surveys  of  America  indicates  ^ 

lhat  only  32  per  cent  of  all  stu- 
dent.s  approve  of  the  pranks  and 
puni.shmcnt  to  which  iiiitiats  and 
freslnneii  haVc  been  subjected  for 
generations.  The  Y New.s  is  one 
of  the  cooperating  members  of 
the  Surveys  which  conducts  the 
only  scientific  samplings  of  U. 

S.  campus  thought, 

Paddles  Are  Childish 
It  is  important  to  point  out 
that  of  the  68  per  cent  who  de- 
clared they  were  against  hazing, 

20  per  cent  speficied  that  they 
frowned  only  on  corporal  punish- 
ment. Harmless  tricks,  this  group 
declares,  are  all  right.  Other 
practices  that  many  schools  have 
attempted  to  ban.  such  as  pad- 
dlings and  electric  shocks,  how- 
ever, are  not  all  right.  Combining 
all  types  of  students,  almost  half 
of  them — 48  per  cent— expressed 
unqualified  disapproval  of  haz- 
ing. 

Even  Greeks  Disapprove 
The  canvass  produced  strong 
evidence  that  the  "popular”  initi- 
ation customs  that  have  long  ex- 
isted on  most  campuses  are  on  a 
decline,  showing  that  there  is 
disapproval  even  among  a major- 
ity of  members  of  Greek  letter 
societies  which  sponsor  the  an- 
nual "hell  week.”  Non-fraternity 
men  and  women  were  more  vig- 
orously against,  only  30  per  cent 
approving,  as  compared  with  38 
for  organized  students. 

Surprisingly  enough,  a greater 
number  of  freshmen — 34  per  cent 
—were  for  hazing  than  all  stu- 
dents combined, 

"Do  you  approve  or  disap- 
prove of  college  hazing?”  was 
the  question  a.sked  by  the  inter- 
viewers of  a sample  of  students 
so  selected  that  the  results  rep- 
resent the  total  opinions  of  all 
college  and  university  enroll- 
Iments  in  the  United  States.

Composed  of  a civic  center,  a 
small  park,  a school  ground,  a 

municipal  power  plant,  and  a 
farmstead,  the  designs,  models, 
and  plans  were  formulated  under 
the  direction  of  George  H. 
Smeath,  instructor  in  landscape 
architecture.  They  are  being  pre- 
sented by  the  Federal  Arts  Pro- 
ject (WPA)  in  cooperation  with 
the  B.Y.U.  landscape  architecture 
department. 

Landscaping  Is  Pine  Art 

“Since  landscape  architecture 
is  a fine  art  which  is  chiefly  con- 
cerned with  the  creation  and 
preservation  of  usefulness  and 
beauty  on  land  surfaces,”  says 
Mr.  Smeath,  "it  seems  only  na- 
tural that  much  of  the  landscape 
architect’s  study  should  be  in  the 
form  of  model  development.  In 
the  model  the  architect  students 
the  problem  in  three  dimensions. 

Mr.  Smeath  suggests  that, 
“many  persons  in  every  locality 
today  are  interested  in  seeing 
their  cities  and  towns  grow  ac- 
cording to  organized  drection, 
rather  than  in  the  hit-and-miss 
fashion  which  has  characterized 
urbanization  in  the  past.  Civic- 
minded  persons  may  find  helpful 
ideas  in  the  work  presented  in 
these  models.”

And  Succeed 

The  power  of  .Abraham  Lin- 
coln to  take  defeat  was  the  secret 
of  his  ability  to  win  in -the  battle 
of  life,  according  to  Dr.  Russell 
Swensen.  professor  of  religious 
education,  who  addres.sed  the  stu- 
dents Monday  in  services  com- 
morating  Lincoln’s  birthday.  Dr. 
Chri.sten  Jensen,  acting  president, 
was  in  charge. 

"We  ought  to  pause  and  revere 
Lincoln’s  memory,  and  reconsider 
his  ideals,  greatness,  and  achieve- 
ments.” declared  Dr.  Swensen. 
'The  various-  times  in  LiiKoln’s 
life  when  he  met  defeat  and  la- 
bored under  great  difficulties 
were  reviewed  by  Dr.  Swensen, 
who  emphasized  the  qualities  of 
Lincoln  which  enabled  him  to 
overcome  obstacles  and  achieve 
greatness. 

l>r.  Swensen  then  enumerated 
five  attitudes  which  Lincoln 
I showed  in  defeat,  which  have 
[ helped  him  and  other  great  men 
I to  achieve  success  in  the  face  of 
difficulty. 

\ 'They  were;  First,  he  put  form 
j a greater  effort  than  before,  when 
; defeat  came  to  him.  Second,  he 
learned  from  experience.  Third, 
he  learned  to  revaluate  himself 
and  abilities.  Fourth,  he  set  up 
new  goals  and  took  a new  atti- 
tude towards  life.  Fifth,  he  re- 
ceived strength  from  religion  and 
from  prayer. 

“\Vc  must  learn  to  take  defeat 
and  keep  on  trying  as  Lincoln 
did,”  declared  Dr.  Swenson.

His  father,  who  died  in  1938, 
was  director  of  the  B.Y.U.  Ex- 
tension division  and  chairman  of 
the  journalism  department.

ism,  lying,  and  other  breaches  of  honor,  submits  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  resume  of  the  committee’s  recom- 
mendations. These  are  to  be  discussed  in  a final  open 
forum,  after  which  a final  report  will  be  submitted. 

1.  The  committee  favors: 

Establishment  of  an  “Honor  Tradition”  committee, 
consisting  of  the  deans  of  men  and  women,  Y News  editor, 
and  four  students  appointed  by  the  student  council.^  ^ 

This  committee  will  be  concerned  with  traditionating 
the  student  body  with  our  honor  tradition  hy  any  means  it 
may  deem  appropriate.  Suggestions  for  this  procedure  are . 

(1)  All  exam  weeks  will  be  designed  “Honor  Week. 

(2)  Publication  of  articles  on  the  tradition  in  the  Y 
News,  school  catalogue,  school  handbook,  and  other 
school  publications. 

(3)  Allowing  for  discussion  of  this  system  in  at  least 
oile  religion  class  per  quarter. 

(4)  Using  at  least  one  frosh  Orientation  program  to 
publicize  this  tradition. 

(5)  Cooperation  by  the  faculty  is  to  be  encouraged. 

(6)  Cooperation  by  the  Mentors,  Inter-social  coun- 
cil, honorary  organizations,  A.W.S.  and  A.M.S. 
will  be  solicited. 

At  present  there  will  be  no  Honor  Court.  Students  will  not  be 
turned  in  for  violation  of  the  code  by  other  students.  Those  infrac-, 
tions  of  the  common  laws  of  decency  will  be  taken  care  of  by  the  at- 
tendance and  scholarship  committee,  with  student  representative  sit- 
ting in  on  such  hearings  as  is  deemed  proper  by  the  committee. 

Briefly,  the  committee  will  inculcate  the  -students  with  B.Y.U. 

ideals,  no  more — ^ . . 

If  after  one  year  of  operation  of  this  Honor  Tradition  commit- 
tee,  it’ is  deemed  advisable  to  set  up  an  honor  court,  the  committee 
shall  so  recommend  to  the  student  council,  and  the  proper  amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  shall  be  initiated.  . ■ 

The  committee  noted  that  the  difficult  part  of  establishing  an 
honor  tradition  with  respect  to  grading  on  tests,  etc,  was  found  m the 
field  of  compulsory  journals.  The  tendency  to  copy  journals  ts  great, 
and  the  students  regard  such  action  in.  a light  hearted  way. 

The  committee  suggests  that  this  matter  be  taken  up  by  Ike  facul- 
ty in  its  meetings  and  that  it  consider  carefully  the  possibdity  of  not 
allowing  the  iournal  to  affect  the  grade,  inasmuch  as  copying  ma- 
terial that  is  graded  is  in  direct  clash  with  our  proposed  tradition. 

The  committee,  after  reviewing  the  results^  of  several  studies  made 
in  honor  system  by  qualified  experts,  feels  that  the  proper  honor  sys- 
tern  would  be  more  compatible  with  B.Y.U.  ideals  and  beliefs  than 
any  other  system  in  effect  at  other  universities.  We  have  attempted, 
insofar  as  we  can,  to  include  the  successful  features  of  other  systems, 
and  at  the  same  time  deviate  where  we  felt  it  necessary.  The-  cytn- 
mittee,  in  submitting  this  report,  marks  it  with  no  stamp  of  finality. 
If  no  strong  objections  to  these  proposals  are  entered  at  the  open 
forum,  your  committee  will  submit  the  ideas  herein  contained  as  their 
final  report.
